Writer defends Mayor Harma Miller

Early settlers in Belle Glade 


Editor’s note: The following story was co-writ- 
ten by Georgia Pate and Jennifer McMillan. The 
story is one of several from Glades Day School 
students about the early history of the Glades. 
This particular story was inadvertantly left out 
of the 2000 Black Gold Jubilee Booklet and wé 
felt the story below deserved to be published; so 
we are including it in this week's edition of The 
Sun.

Glades Day School 

If you lived in this area about 100 years ago 
you would see sawgrass as far as the eye could 
see or the rare Custard Apple Swamp. According 
to Lawrence Will's 1928 book From Swamp to 
Sugar Bowl . The Custard Apple Swamp was 
said to be so exotic and beautiful and there was 
nothing like it in the whole world. It was a sight 
said to be never ſorgotten. 

The very first settlement in the Glades was at 
Okeelanta, about four miles from the lake on the 
North New River Canal. There were five men 


that settled there and Lawrence Will was includ - 


ed in that group. A couple of months later, in 
November of 1913, Glades Crest was the first 
settlement along the canal. The first settler 
there was a Canadian man named Slade. He was 
later joined by J. W. Bissell.. By January of 1914, 
about twenty people had settled there. The first 
settlement on the lake, with the exception of the 
palmetto shacks in Utopia, was Ritta, which is 
now present-day Lake Harbor. The first settler ' 
there was A. V. Callahan who came there with his

According to Lawrence Will's daughter, 
Barbara Stevens, early pioneers came to thet 
area because they had interests in different 


things. For example, people were interested in 
' experimenting with the rich soil. Lawrence Will 


wrote, "It could raise. the most stupendous veg- 
etables, solid delicious, without a pound of 
fertilizer.” It was nitrogen rich but it lacked’ 
many minor mineral elements such as copper 
which was very essential for growing vegetables. 
Many farmers began to settle in the Glades: 
around the end of World War I. Farmers came to 
try to grow vegetables such as: red potatoes, 
radishes, beans, and celery. Other vegetables 
such as tomatoes were tried but they weren't 
very successful because the tomatoes were too 
soft and they would be damaged during the ship- 
ping. Later our area was nicknamed the "Winter 
- Vegetable Capital of the United States." (It was- 
nit until the early, 6018 that sugar farming 
became a prominent business.) People also came 
to the area during the Great Depression because 
they were in need of jobs REDE ROOM AD.

In 1919, enough people lived along the Eu 
that they could have a passenger boat, Passing.

When the temperature falls 
below -30 both scales are the 
same. . 

Yet, frigid’ temperatures are 
the.only area that the two 
scales share in common, They 
are as different as the men who 
invented them. 

Daniel Gabriel Fahrenheit 
was a remarkable man, a self- 
trained. physicist and instru- 
ment maker. He spent his days 
traveling throughout Europe 
meeting and conferring with 
other scientists. 

In 1708, he rap into Olaus 
Roemer, who had invented a 
new thermometer. Roemer's 
thermometer worked, it did 

measure the temperature, but 
the scale he devised was a bit 
odd. Water boiled at 60 degrees 
on Roemer's thermometer and 


froze at 7.5 degrees. 
Roemer's - scale obviously 
needed a lot of work, so 


Fahrenheit started to tinker. 
Fahrenheit took the tempera- 
ture of a mixture of ice water 
and salt as the low point on his 
temperature scale and the 
human body as the high point. 
The space between he divided 
into 96 degrees. The freezing 
point of water became 32 
degrees, and the boiling point 
was set at 212 degrees on 
Fahrenheit's scale.

Still, there, were problems, 
not with the Seale but with the 
contents of the thermometer. 
The alcohol thermometer just 
wasn't stable enough. 

Fahrenheit, the self-taught 
physicist and instrument 
maker, began experiments with 
different liquids. Instead of 
alcohol, Fahrenheit used mer- 
cury in his thermometer. It 
worked and the rest is weather 
history, 

Anders Celsius, on the other 
hand, was a bona fide scientist 
trained in mathematics and 
astronomy. He spent most of 
his life in celestial pursuits- 
studying the aurora borealis, 
determining the shape of the 


earth's poles and attempting to 


figure out the magnitude of the 
stars in the constellation Aires. 
Yet, he found time to experi- : 
ment with Fahrenheits tem- 
perature scale. Celsius warited 
to simplify the ‘scale so he 
established the boiling point of 
water at zero degrees and the 
freezing point at 100 degrees. A 
few years after his death, his 
associates at the University of 
Uppsala, reversed his scale to 
create the present starndard- 
freezing at zero degrees, boiling 
at 100.
